Starting with the assumptio n that winds blo w o nly in o ne 
directio n, we can develo p an extrao rdinary theo ry o f aero nautic« , 
but it will no t help us to fly. 
Upo n the assumptio n that business 
is always co nducted at a pro fit, we can co nstruct in imag inatio n 
an extrao rdinary industrial so ciety; but it will no t wo rk. 
We canno t understand what will wo rk—what is g o ing o n in 
business, o r why, o r what we can sensibly do abo ut it—unless we 
g rasp these facts: 
No co ncern can po ssibly tell in advance bo w much mo ney it 
will make o r lo se. 
In any g iven year, the pro fits o f so me co ncerns are o ffset by 
the lo sses o f o thers. 
Paper pro fits do no t always turn o ut to be real pro fits. 
The larg e lo sses o f a g iven co ncern in certain years must be 
mo re than made up by larg e pro fits in o ther years, o r the co ncern 
must g o to the wall. 
Under co mmunism the pro blem o f lo sses appears in different 
g uise but it is still a pro blem. The refo rmers o verlo o k it in theo ry 
but they canno t o verlo o k it in practice. 
Under co mmunism at least so me activities are badly man­ 
ag ed. 
So ciety suffers thereby as much as tho ug h the results o ! 
iMifkient manag ement were called business lo sses. 
In a co m­ 
munistic state such lo sses, no w bo rne in the United States chiefly 
by a few perso ns, are distributed o ver the entire po pulatio n. 
In a capitalistic state, business men are co nstantly impelled 
by the po werful urg e o f self-interest, to cho o se risks as wisely 
as po ssible. 
To assume that public o fficials with no perso na 
liability fo r lo sses, wo uld cho o se as wisely amo ng business risks 
as the respo nsible heads o f business, is to assume that human 
nature will sucldenly beco me entirely different fro m what we kno w 


it to be.
